HIS BROAD ACRES. 


AN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—After a 
struggle of @ quarter of a century, 
Jesse D. Carr will have to relinquish _ 
the possession of 84,335 acres of public 
lands in Northern California and 
Southern Oregon. The United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals today affirmed 
the judgment of the Circuit Court of 
Oregon in favor of the government. 
Back in the ‘70s, Carr had purchased 
long strips of forty-acre tracts, ex- 
tending for forty or fifty miles. in one 
direction. Then he would buy strips of 
forty or eighty-acre claims, inclosing 
an immense square of grazing land, fo 
the center of which he had no title 
whatever. Around the strips, Carr put 


up his famous fence, and kept it there 
until it was pulled down by the United 
States Marshal of Oregon.

This is @ sum 
of moreéy amounting to $161,226.26, of 
which $29,591.71 was in cash, which was 
held as a special deposit for sending 
away Chinese, the fund having been 
paid in by the planters several years 
when Chinese laborers were 
brought to the country.

NEARLY EVERY FORT ASSAILED.

September 28: 

“Capt. Pershing and Capt. Fli Hel- 
mick’s columns fired into nearly every 
cotta (small native fort) in Maciu. 
The places were captured and de- 
stroyed. were very strong, but 
our bursting shells demoralized and 
put the hostiles to flight. It is evident 
they do not intend to be cooped up, as 
they were at Bavan. (This is the place 
where Capt. Pershing first defeated the 
oMros in their forts.) One of the Sul- 
tans of Maciu and forty or fifty Moros 
were killed and wounded. No prop- 
erty or goods destroyed except such as 
were found in captured forts. I am 
hoping that there has been a lesson 
that will be beneficial to the Moros. 

“Tt will try to communicate with 
Bacaiod and others who have defied us. 


No opportunity will be missed to im- 


press them with the fact that we can 
live in perfect peace with them if they 
will desist from hostilities and r - 
nize our sovereignty.

Now, while it is true that in 
every nation or State ownership by 
the individual is subject to control of 
the sovereignty, exercised in one of 
three forms, the power of txaation, 
police power and right of eminent do- 
main, yet under our theory of govern- 
ment neither the nation nor any State 
or component part of the federation, 
can exercise any of these powers in 
contravention to the express limitations 
imposed by the written instrument called 
the Constitution, upon which the whole 
organism is based. The right of emi- 
nént domain has been well defined by 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
as ‘a right belonging to a sovereignty 
to take private property for its own 
public uses and not for those of an- 
other.’ Beyond that there exists no 
necessity which alone is the founda- 
tion of right. Here it is proposed that 
the coal lands of Pennsylvania, now 
under the control of the sovereign peo- 
ple of the State, shall be taken from 
that State, and its people, 
and appropriated to Federal uses.

Mitchell feels that an outbreak of riot- 
ing which would compel Gov. Stone to 
send more troops into the coal fields 
would be disastrous to his plans, and 
so he is anxious to have the strike 
settled before more things than have 
already occurred in the Pennsylvania 
coal fields break out.

American Labor Advantages. 


There is a statement in the report of 
the commission of the British Iron 
Trade Association on labor conditions 
in this country that should interest 
American workingmen. It says that in 
the United States workmen to 
enjoy a larger measure of independ- 
ence, based on the knowledge of the 
fact that work is more easy to obtain 
than in older countries; that they are 
able, as a rule, to save money, and 
are, therefore, less dependent than 
when living, as is not unusual in Eu- 
rope, from hand to mouth. This ‘s 
the statement of men who make the 
comparison chiefly with the labor con- 


ditions in England, where they are on 
the whole better than anywhere else ‘n 
Europe. There is a good deal of in- 
dependence among the workingmen of 


England, but not s0 much as here, 
where the labor field is so much more 
extensive and the opportunities § so 
much greater. The chief advantage to 
American labor is in the higher wages 
which enable the prudent and thrifty 
to save from their earnings. Stil] an- 
other advantage pointed out by the 
commission is the readiness with which 
workmen here of exceptional capacity 
ean themselves become employers and 
capitalists.—[Omaha Bee.

CONFESSION 


HE authorities are in possession of 

a full confession from the lips of a 

member of the gang of thieves 
now in custody for committing whole- 
sale postoffice robberiés, implicating the 
two prisoners now in jail and their pal, 
Vinson, who hung himself in his cell 
on Monday, in the robberies of the 
Ocean Park, Sawtelle and Lordsburg 
postoffices, the theft of about $50 from 
a small store in Downey, and the at- 
tempted robbery of the Norwalk post- 
office and a butcher shop in Lordsburg. 

Information as to who made the con- 
fession is not officially stated, but it 
was undoubtedly the suicide, Vinson. 
The other two men implicated, who 
give their names as Harry James Mer- 
win Morrissey and Joseph Seidenwand, 
alias Gharies Ellery, were arraigned 
yesterday morning before United States 
Commissioner Van Dyke on the Saw- 
telle charge, and the examination was 
continued te an indefinite date. Ball 
for each was fixed at $2500.
